The figuring was 
done from a central point in the for¬ 
est—two miles south of Harmon and 
HHghtty-more than two miles north of 
Job, In Randolph county.* But they 
are applicable as an approximation to 
the state as a whole. A few miles, 
more or lens, are as nothing in the 
life of a motorist Just touring 'round 
among strange sights and peoples. 

Mr. Brady desired this Informa¬ 
tion for use In promoting a move¬ 
ment the purpose of which Is getting 
tourists, campers. and pleasure seek¬ 
ers to give West Virginia a try-out; 
In this case, as this movement ap¬ 
pears to be local in scope, the Monon- 
galiela National Forest held at El¬ 
kins Is now an establlslied annual 
event in October. 

But while Mr. Brady and his asso 
elates have their own plan to execute 
whatever success they may score can¬ 
not held but be shared In by the 
state as a whole.
